The statement of Mr. Patrick, which 
we found hard to believe, prompted us 
to write a letter to Britain's Lord 
Privy Seal in London, the Honorable 
Mr.Heath and to Professor Dr. Ludwig 
Erhard, Minister of Economic Affairs, 
of West Germany, for more information.

We are of the opinion that 
if a Minister makes an official state- 
ment and is addressing such an influen- 
cial organization as the Chamber of Com- 
merce with so many other officials he 
certainly should be 100% correct regard- 
ing such an important subject as the E. 
C.M. The statement of Mr. Patrick was 
a complete Fairy - Tale and we wonder 
where lr. Patrick got his information 
in Europe. About three weeks ago we 
were invited by the British High Commis- 
sioner in Edmonton to a Press Conference 
where Lord Amory, the newly appointed 
High Commissioner in Canada, answered 
questions regarding E.C.M. Following 
are a few statements of Lord Amory 
which undoubtedly prove that the state- 
ment of Mr. Patrick in Wetaskiwin was 
at least a Fairy Tale. 

Lord Amory said Britain is 
anxious to join the ECM be- 


cause she cannot develop her 
full strength industrially and

commercially and thereby be of 
any use to the Commonwealth 
if she is excluded from a market 
on “her doorstep which is 
increasing in spending power 
faster than any other part of 
the world.” : 


He said Britain’s entry into 
the European Common Market, 
would be of ‘tremendous value 
to the United Kingdom and, 
in the long run, to the rest of 
the Commonwealth.” 


During the whole 
press conference Lord Amory never said 
what Mr. Patrick did that E.C.M. had a 
great need for leadership which was the 
Main reason stated by Mr. Patrick where- 
fore Britain would enter the Common Mar- 
ket. 

We also are very surprised that the 
statement of Mr. Patrick was accepted 
without question by a businessmen's org 
anization such as the Chamber of Comm 
erce in Wetaskiwin and also by the othe 
officials there. It is dangerous that 
such statements can be made by men who 
are in a high responsible position in 
the Alberta Government, which has con- 
fused many people in our Province. 

As we mentioned we also wrote a let- 
ter to Minister Ludwig Erhard one of the 
founders of the E.C.M. and Minister of 
Economic Affairs of West Germany which 
shows the enormous Free World — Wide 
ideas for free trade in co-operation 
with all the members in the Atlantic 
Vommunity. We are happy to publish the 
ideas of Professor Erhard in our paper 
which as far as we know has not yet be- 
en published in a Canadian or American 
newspaper. 

We hope that the Wetaskiwin Chamber 
of Commerce and the officials who attem 
ed the November meeting in the Elk's 
Hall, will change their minds after 
the official statements of Lord Amory 
and Professor Erhard. We hope the con- 
tradiction in statements between Mr. 
Patrick on the one side and Lord Amory 
and Prof. Erhard on the other will not 
upset the ones who had the honor to sit 
at the banquet in Wetaskiwin.

FROM A COMMON MARKET TO AN 
ATLANTIC COMMUNITY 


BY: PROFESSOR DR. LUDWIG ERHARD, 


MINISTER OF ECONOMIC AFFAIRS 


Whoever in the last years chose to 
speak about the question of the "Atlan- 
tic Commnity", found himself only too 
easily in danger of being misunderstood 
Last not least, I have personally at— 
tracted a lot of criticism because eith 
er my attitude in this question was 
wrongly interpreted - or I was intent- 
ionally misunderstood. In the meantime 
developments in this sphere have prog- 
ressed to an extent which we could hard: 
ly have expected a few months ago. 

When at the end of last year I spoke of 
the "force of a historical logic" which 
would annihilate one day all that wish- 
ful thinking which stemmed from nation- 
al sentiments and ressentiments, this 
idea was rejected in broad circles. 
Since then the recognisance has cons— 
tantly gained ground that only the 
"most far-reaching" unity of an inper- 
turbable will of defence would suffice 
to secure to the nations of the Western 
World a life in peace and freedom. 
Recent political developments have made 
it abundantly clear that the picture 

of Europe as aforce that can exist by 
itself dissolves in the light of sober 
reality. This will be true in future, 
too- no matter how great Europe's de- 
fence efforts may be. 

More than ever before, we have be- 
come aware that only if all Western 
nations stand together can there be 
certainty of preserving those founda- 
tions of our existence that are common 
to us all. 

Several weeks ago, in a truly hist- 
oric moment, the British House of Com— 
mons resolved to begin negotiating with 
the countries of the European Economic 
Community about Britain's joining the 
EEC. Certainly, these negotiations, 
which are to begin before long, will 
require much good will on the part of 
all the participants, but I have no 
doubt of their ultimate success. With 
the initiation of such talks, the pro- 
cess of economic integration in the 
Western world has entered a new phase. 
Now the day should no longer be far off 
when all West European nations together 
constitute a single economic area with 
a population of 300,000,000. 

Today, it is not yet possible to 
foresee all the effects that the estab— 
lishment of this extensive economic 
area will have. But the experience 
collected so far within the EEC makes 
it possible to foretell with certainty 
that the elimination of internal trade 
barriers will be a strong impetus for 
the growth and the productivity of the 
West European economic potential. 

Seen thus, the expansion of the EEC 
means a strengthening of the Western 
world economically, and therefore also 
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St. Albert Gasette

politically at a moment in which it is 
faced by a challenge as never before 
in history. 


Towards an Atlantic Community 
In view of the difficulties that 


have yet to be surmounted at the forth- 
coming negotiations, many may consider 
it untimely for me to say the following: 
Even the establishment of a West Europ- 
ean economic area will not mean that we 
shall have reached the end of the devel- 
opment that began with the founding of 
the EEC and should end in nothing short 
of the "Atlantic Community”. 

We all know that outside of the EEC 
and the European Free Trade Association 
(EFTA) there are Western nations whose 

co-operation is indispensable within 
the "Atlantic Community". Thus, the 
size of the problems facing us just now 
should not blind us to the fact that, 
though we are about to take a big step 
forward in the economic integration of 
the West, this does not mean it is the 
last step in this development. 

Since the "Atlantic Community" can 
be brought about only step by step, it 
will be important meanwhile to achieve 
an economic co-operation with all West- 
ern countries that is liberal, non-dis- 
criminatory and as close as possible. 
To achieve this, the OECD can make a 
significant contribution. 


Two-Thirds of World Commerce 

The future member states of the OECD 
represent not only more than half of 
the world's output but also two-thirds 
of world trade. Moreover, they contri- 
bute 95 percent of all aid to develop— 
ing countries. In this organisation, 
in contradistinction to its pi‘edecessor 
organisation, all Western nations will 
be represented and have a voice. There- 
fore this organisation would be partic- 
ularly suited for the role of mediator 
between those countries that have al- 
ready decided on a contractual form of 
economic co-operation and those who 
have not. 


In addition to the work that OEEC 
has done hitherto, the OECD will take 
on important new tasks. I am thinking 
in particular of development aid, a 
sphere of activity that can be effect- 
ively carried out only in co-operation 
of all Western countries. In addition, 
it is conceivable that OECD might make 
a great contribution towards solving 
other economic problems of world-wide 
scope-for instance, that of internation- 
al currency stability. 

For the future development of the 
Western world it will be of great sign- 
ificance whether or not it will be poss- 
ible to make of OECD a wellfunctioning 
turntable for European economic policy. 
On the success or the failure of OECD 
will depend whether economic integratior 
of the Western world never gets beyond 
the halfway point or the final goal is 
achieved. That final goal is the 
"Atlantic Community”, without which a 
truly fruitful co-operation in many 
fields of international relations is 
unthinkable.

WHAT ABOUT INTERNATIONAL UNION? 
by John Hart 


When people think of Trades Unions, 
one of the first things which comes to 
their minds is International Unions. 

In the past few years, a considerable 
amount of misunderstanding has develop- 
ed on this question. 

The Labour movement in Canada is 
comprised of both National and Interna- 
tional Unions with the ratio being in 
the neighborhood of 70% International 


and 30% National. 


There are many reasons for the ex~- 
istence of both types of Unions. In 
the last century, when unions first 
started in Canada, the workers in Cana- 
da had no means of getting organized, 
and, as a result, organizers from the 
United States and Great britain had to 
organize the workers. The British Tra=- 
des Unions were quite active in the 
field of organizing railroad unions and 
among the original unions organized by 
the American unions were the Carpenters 
Union and the Typographical Union. 

The picture has changed to some ex= 
tent now, with no Unions being connect- 
ed directly to the British Trade Union 
movement. The Railroad unions have 
changed to the extent that where out of 
approximately 25 to 30 unions in the 
railroads, the Canadian Brotherhood of 
Railway Transport workers, is the only 
National Union, whereas all the other 
railway unions, or brotherhoods as they 
are often called, are connected with 
American Unions. 

Taking a look at other International 
Unions, we see that there are many rea- 
sons for their vital existence. Many 
of these Unions, Particularly in the 
construction industry, provide pension 
and retirement funds for their members 
which could not be possible at the pre- 
sent time with a purely Canadian member 
ship. With the construction business 
being as seasonal as it is, this is the 
only way for many workers in the constr 
uction industry to provide for their 
years of retirement. 

Another reason for the existence of 
International Unions is the cost of org- 
anizing and in general taking care of 
the Canadian member. It has been esti- 
mated that for many Canadian branches 
to become National Unions, the dues of 
the members would have to be increased 
by anywhere from 50% to 100%. 

Some International Unions, such as 
the Steelworkers and the Auto Workers 
find that they have to have an Interna- 
tional Union because of the nature of 
their employers' organization. For ex- 
ample, we have Ford, Chrysler and G.M.C. 
who have Canadian plants which are sub- 
sidiary to their American operation. 

The nature of the employers’ business 
forms by large the main factor for the 
existence of International Unions as 
compared with National Unions. We have 
seen the reason for the existence of 
the Auto Workers Union for example. On 
the other hand, let us take a look at 
a typical National Union. 

The National Union of Public Employ- 
ees is the largest of the National Un- 
ions with a membership of around 50,000. 
This organization is primarily in the 
field; of organizing town employees, 
school imployees and hospital employees. 
The towns schools and hospitals have no 
connection whatsoever with Internation- 
al interests and therefore there is not 
the need for having an International

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Union in this field. With the number 
of members in this organization, there 
is not the need for financial assist- 
ance from across the border, and gener- 
ally speaking the work is quite perman- 
ent in nature so that these people can 
acquire security for their old age by 
dealing with their employer. 

There are two questions which many 
people do not understand concerning In- 
ternational Unions. It is the general 
consensus of opinion that the member of 
an International Union sees his dues 
sent to the United States. However, in 
just about every case, the International 
maintains a Canadian office and the dues 
from Canadian members of the Internat- 
ional Union remain in Canada and are 
spent in Canada. In fact, in most cas- 
es, the International head office in 
the United States has to put extra funds 
into the Canadian operation. 

The other misunderstanding, which 
also pertains to National Unions is th- 
at the members of Unions have to negot- 
late with their employer as dictated by. 
the head office of the National or In- 
ternational Union. This is not so and 
this is proved by the difference in 
rates of pay for various locations in 
Canada. There is even a difference in 
rates of pay between various towns in 
Alberta. This misunderstanding also 
involves the impression that if the 
head office of a Union tells it's memb- 
ers to go on strike, they have to go on 
strike. 

The laws of the various provinces of 
Canada provide measures to prevent this, 
and in fact it has never been the prac- 
tice even before such laws were enacted.

BRONZE CROSS AWARDED BY 
CANADIAN CHIEF SCOUT 


Mrs .Nickerson 


This week a press release from Otta- 
wa announced that the Bronze Cross, the 
highest award in Scouting, has been 
awarded posthumously to Leo Nickerson, 
the heroic cubmaster whose gallantry in 
rescuing cub Herbie Allen at Wabamun 
last summer, and attempting the rescue 
of three others, in which attempt he 
sacrificed his own life, so stirred the 
hearts of Canadians. Residents of St. 
Albert, who knew well the quality of 
Leo Nickerson's service, in life, as 
well as in death, are deeply moved by 
this Jurther recognition. Cub Hawley 
Yuskiw, a Sixer from thesecond St. Al— 
bert, conveyed the message to Mrs. Nick 
erson, Sccompanied by Mr. A. H. Ralphs, 
Group Committee Chairman of the second 
St. Albert, and Mr. Dick Fowler, Dist— 
rict Commissioner of the Landing Train: 
Council. The letter to Mrs. Nickerson 
from Mr. L. H. Nicholson, Deputy Chief 
Scout, read in part: "It gives me great 
satisfaction, on behalf of His Excell- 
ency, Major General Georges P. Vanier, 
D. S. 0O., M. C., C.D., Governor-General 
and Chief Scout for Canada, to inform 
you that for gallantry in rescuing Cub 
Herbie Allan from drowning , and for 
the attempt to save the lives of three 
other cubs at the cost of his own, His 
Excellency has been pleased to award 
your late husband the Bronze Cross, 
| posthumously. ... . His Excellency 
hopes at some suitable time to present 
this decoration to you in person... "

and the Gold Medal of the Canadian 
Humane Society cannot soften the loss 
to lirs. Nickerson and her family, but 
they will be a source of comfort and 
pride throughout the years, when"Nick's 
children need never ask "What kind of 
a man was my father?"

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ANNUAL MEETING, ST. ALBERT PUBLIC 
SCHOOL DIVISION NO. 3 


The annuel meeting of St.Albert Public 
School District No.3 on Febr.23 °, 
showed a year of continued growth. 


Enrolment in the schools incr- 
eased by about 100 pupils according to 
the Trustees report, submitted by Board 
Chairman Angus MacDonald. The Board 
adopted a policy of securing the serv- 
ices of a number of young teachers in 
the earlier experience bracket. They 
also were fortunate in adding two memb— 
ers of the Grey Nuns to the teaching 
staff. The construction of a school in 
the Grandin Park district was forecast. 

According to financial reports reven: 
ue from the School Foundation program 
amounted to $217,338.00, special grants 
were $3,498.75 and a tax requisition of 
11.38 mills was necessary to raise an 
additional $40,023.00. Expenditures 
amounted to $286,621.98, leaving a de- 
ficit of $2,867.43 on the year's opera- 
tions. The requisition was levied on 
a land assessment of $3,513,975.00 fix—- 
ed in 1960. On being questioned, Mr. 
MacDonald said that he saw no hope of 
the district being able to carry on 
without a supplementary requisition 
from the town to augment the amount 
paid under the Foundation Program, even 
if amended as outlined in the speech 
from the Throne now under consideration 
in the Legislature. He thought that 
some districts could manage quite nice- 
ly under the foundation grant but not 
those in rapidly increasing centres of 
population, if standards of education 


were to be kept at a high level. 

The School District has a very high 
investment in Land and Buildings, amoun- 
ting to $705,713.33. Education is in- 
deed big business. 

The High School Inspector's Report 
spoke very favorably of several points, 
including the Science and Home Economics 
Equipment and Library books, the shop 
equipment; a special project in the 
teaching of English, participation in 
a plan whereby selected students attend 
special University of Alberta lectures, 
and use of an honor roll and crests a- 
warded for academic achievement. 

Mr. Vincent J. Maloney in his capac-— 
ity as Supervising Principal gave a 
brief report. He stated that the quest- 
ion of "streaming" for the first three 
years of school work was under consider- 
ation but required very careful observ-— 
ation before embarking on it. He also

spoke of the success of the "opportun- 
ity" class for children unable to suc- 
ceed in the ordinary classes. He expla- 
ined the provision of so many courses 
in High School by pointing out that only 
1 in 10 might go to University and only 
1 in 5 get tosenior matric. Tax money 
is paid by all and must be spent for 
the benefit of all, not only the small 
percentage who go on to higher levels 
of education. Hence the provision of 
many courses to meet the needs of the 
student who is not aiming at a Univer- 
sity course. 

He also told of the large amount of

teachers of the school district. 

Superintendent M. McLeod spoke brief: 
ly to congratulate the district on its 
schools which he found to be in a very 
satisfactory state. He was particular- 
ly pleased to see such a number of cap- 
able young teachers. The opportunity 
class met with his approval and he con- 
gratulated the district on the French 
taught in the schools from grade 1 up, 
which he believed was unique in the 
schools of the Province, and, he thought 
of great benefit to the pupils. 

The meeting closed with a short 
question period and with a vote of ap- 
preciation to the members of the board, 
who in addition to Mr. MacDonald are 
Messrs. B. Schlereth, G. Lee, A. Hebert 
and D. McRae. Mr. Chris McDonell is 
Secretary-Treasurer of the District.

HOME AND SCHOOL ASSOCIATION HEARS 
ABOUT SCHOOL FINANCES 


Mr. Harry Armstrong, Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the St. Albert Protestant Separ- 
ate School District No. 6 was the guest 
speaker when the Sir Alexander Mackenz- 
ie Home and School Association held its 
February meeting. He explained very 
clearly indeed the structure of the 
School Foundation Program of the Prov—- 
incial Government, including some ad—- 
vantages, and, in the opinion of the 
speaker, backed by the experience of 
the past year, many disadvantages. He 
felt that it was manifestly impossible 
for a district such as No. 6, with an 
extremely rapid rate of increase of 
student population, to carry on without 
a substantial supplementary tax requis- 
ition from the town. He spoke of the 
proposed amendments to the plan recent 
ly outlined by the minister of educatim 
but could not see that these in any way 
would benefit the district financially, 
as they actually constituted little 
more than a reearrangement of the gra~ 
nts without increasing the total.

Arm 
strong spoke briefly on another sub- 
ject, that of a Scholarship Foundation 
Plan, which he has spoken of to several 
other organizations in town. It is, 
briefly, a way by which, through con- 
tributions of, for example, $1.00 per 
year by all residents of a community, 
plus grants by the various organization: 
of the area, a fund can be set up out 
of which awards for scholastic achieve—

ly. "There is no such thing as a sel- 
ective poison." He said. " A toxicant 
“s toxic no matter what stomach it fing 


its way into. - - - A great deal of 
money has been spent in developing thes 
chemical sprays and building a multi- 
million dollar industry out of then, 
but little has been spent on research 
into the detrimental effects they may 
have on the wildlife and human beings 
which were liable to come in contact 
with them. He went on to say that 
while chemical control of pests might 
be disirable in certain circumstances, 
it should only be carried out under 
strict supervision and by qualified 
people. 

Mr. Brown explained how a chemical 
spray destroys the biological factors 
which Nature designed to control the 
pests.

Do you believe that men are the str- 
onger sex, in bridge as well as in life 
We refuse to get into this controversy, 
but one thing is sure; nobody - man, wo- 
man or child — can play a good game of 
cards unless he has the courage of his 
convictions. All too often, particular- 
ly when the partnership consists of two 
members of the opposite sex, one or the 
other will lay down a list of rules and 
regulations so rigid that they prohibit 
the use of logic and judgment. 

Consider this deal. Here, a burly 
gentleman of our acquaintance, Mike, wee 
playing with his timid little wife, Ma- 
bel. (In most cases, it is the male men- 
ber of the combination who is the bully) 
Mabel opened the brief bidding festivi- 
ties with one spade. West, vulnerable, 
overcalled two hearts. ir. M. sat up 
in his chair (all 200 pounds of him) 


and uttered a resounding double, so low 
that a couple of neighbors heard it. 
South fingered her cards longingly. She 
wanted to show her diamonds, but finally 
passed. 

If North had opened his diamond 
queen in an attempt to cut down declar- 
er's trumps, it is conceivable that 
West might have gone wrong. In that 
event, we would have a more dramatic re- 
port to present concerning the play. 
Mike, however, led his singleton spade. 
After that, the defense was routine. 
Mabel won the initial trick with her 
ace and obediently returned the suit 
(it was obvious that hubby was short in 
the spade department). Mike ruffed, as 
expected, but capturing the second trick 
with his heart deuce helped his cause 
"lixe a hole in the head! At trick 
three, the diamond queen was played by 
North, producing a winner. A second 
round of diamonds was ruffed by West 
and trumps were now tackled. Even th- 
ough Mike collected two more tricks th- 
ere, it was relatively simple for West 
to cash his long hearts and good spades. 
He eventually conceded a club, and sinc 
this was his sixth loser, he was down 
one. As her husband smugly recorded the 
200-point-plus score, his fair lady 
said timorously: 

"T don't think this was a very good 
result for our side. I believe we cou- 
ld make quite a few diamonds. Maybe 
about seven or so? 

"Diamonds!" roared Mike, as though 
these items were to be found only in 
Tiffany's. "How many did you have and 
just what was in you hand?" 

When she told him, he really explod- 
ed. "Well, he shouted,"why didn't you 
show your second suit?" 

"Because, darling, I was afraid to & 
so. You have told me emphatically nev- 
er to take you out when you make a bus— 
iness double. And after all, I did 
have two aces and two kings." 

The moral is, of course, that at the 
bridge table, as in all endeavors, you 
just have to think things out for your— 
self. You must solve each situation as 
it arises, no matter who your partner 
is: There's a well-known adage; "If 
you're afraid, stay home." 

If South had elected to open with 
one diamond, she would have set the 
course straight from the beginning. 
Actually, there is distinct merit in 
bidding the minor first. It permits 
both suits to be shown at a low level. 
We frequently make this choice when the 
spades are ragged, as they were here. 
What would your opening bid have been? 


The Solomon System of point count 
for honor cards is: ace, 4; king, 3 ; 
queen 2; jack, 1; two tens, 1. A singl« 
ton king, 2; a singleton queen, l.
